BERKELEY, June 10.—Dr. Reisner 


writes from Liirga. Egypt, under date 
of May 1st, that the pre--historic. ceme- 


ry, which he reported sometime ag-o, 


as yielding a nuniber of antique ob- 
ii-cts, has turned out to be of remark- 
able interest from an 
anthropological 


point of view, lie has found several 
bodies -almost perfectly preserved, one 
oC -which he hopes to be able to trans- 
port intact to California. 


All the anthropological work done in 


.Mr. Petrie's camp until now has been 
done by amateurs, and has tended to 
show that the pro-historic people were 
of a different race from the dynastic. 
Egyptians. Dr. Reisner, however, has 
hee'n fortunate enough to obtain 
the 
assistance of Dr. Grat'ton Klliot-Smith 
ot Cambridge, and their results show 
that Mr. Petrie's conclusions are en- 
tirely false, and that the pre-historic 
Egyptians were the same as the dynas- 
tic Egyptians. The importance o£ the 
discoveries made has been so 
great 
that the Kheclivial government 
has 


granted Dr. Elliot-Smith two months' 
leave of absence to work the matter up. 
In addition to several nearly 
com- 
pleted bodies. Dr. Reisner says, "We 
are recovering examples o£ all the del- 
icate external and internal human or- 
gans. It is a lucky chance which led 
those pre-historic people to bury in a 
salty bit of ground so that the bodies 
were mummified by the soli in which 
they were buried. The fragile charac- 
ter of thw= extremely important mater- 
ial 
however, 
makes it necessary to 
have it examined by a medical expert 
on the spot. 
Therefore we are very 


fortunate in securing Dr. Elliot-Smith 
for this work."

ganize what is called a banking trust. 
This is siniply an endeavor to carry 
out the principle of the/ old 
United 


States bank under the present Nation- 
al Banking law. 
The. fundamental Idea 


of the old L'nited States Bank was a 
great central concern with branches in 
all the important commercial centers 
of the country. The American Bank- 
i i's' corporation proposes to have one 
parent 
institution in New York and 


brar.el>-3 in each financial center 
and 


ritate capital throughout the country. 
These will all be National banks, but 
the controlling organization will be 
L-.-Miet-rn organized under the 
general 


corporation laws of New Jersey and 
wi'.ich has no real business save to 
operate jointly a large- number uf Na- 
tional banks.

thing particularly alarming in the pro- 
ject. In finance as in politics, there is 
strength in union, arid a large number 
uf inlordep-.-ndcn t banks scattered o 
a wide area can do business safer,eheap- 


: and more expedltiously than isolat- 
.1 concerns undo.

program. 
Is the policy of centralizing 


and massing all capital invested in a 
particular branch ut business or in- 
dustry under a single control a sound 
one, and does it in the end redound to 
the advantage uf the public'.' JJoes the 
public really receive the saving in cost 
ot administration that results from de- 
struction of competition, or any part of 
it'.' 
Past 
experience 
with 
trusts 


prompts a negative answer. 


The centralizing- of capital tends to 


the centralizing of profits, and corpor- 
ate monopolies finally work out into 
individual 
monopolies. The 
corpora- 


tion first gets a monopoly and then an 
i n d i v i d u a l gets control of the corpora- 
tion. Perhaps twu or three individuals 
hold the control, but the principle 
is 


the same. 


One peculiar feature of this project 


is that it is proposed for a State cor- 
poration with small capital to control 
and manage a large number of Fed- 
cia! corporations with an enormous ag- 
gregation of capital. Whether this in- 
volves an endeavor LO defeat the spirit 
of the National Banking Act remains 
co 
be seen.
